RELIEF WORN DOES 
ON IN PHILIPPENES 


LONDON, Dec. 4.— Ju st as official 
confirmation is given of the signing 
of an armistice by Turkey and the 
Balkan allies has reached the world, 
dispatches come tending to confirm 
the fears of the diplomats that war 
clouds are actually lowering over Aus­ 
tria and Russia. It is believed that an 
ambassadorial conference 
alone can 
prevent 
hostilities, 
as extremists in 
both countries are issuing inflamma­ 
tory literature. 
Russian officials openly stated today 
that the Czar will not permit a repe­ 
tition of the tactics whereby Austria 
siezed Bosnia and 
Herzogovina. Rus­ 


sia is also indignant at the German 
chancellor's “ jingo” speech before the 
Reichstag. Novoe Vrem ya, a leading 
Russian newspaper says: 
“ Such intimidations as were voiced 
by Germ any’s chancellor w ill fright- 
en none. History Is repeating itself, 
but it is not so easy now to force Rus­ 
sian diplomacy into a faint-hearted re­ 
sistance.”

are so strained that any untoward in­ 
cident on the part of Servia will set 
the Austrian army in motion with the 
result of immediately loosening
